There is always a 
good market for poultry, and 'there 
seldom supply enough to meet the de 
mand. For the money invested and thi 
time occupied nothing about the farm 
pays better than poultry, and were Mr 
Hill's example followed the incomes o 
tne small farmers especially would be 
very materially increased.
